Shipment of Liquor to Islands 


Barred by Law 


RULING IS HANDED DOWN 


Territory Not Exempt as Be- 


lieved by Gen. Wood 


WASHINGTON— (By. Asso- 


ciated Press) — The 
eighteenth 


amendment has stretched ont its 
forbidding hands to the Philip- 
pine islands. 
Under a legal de- 


cision holding shipments to the 
islands of liquor for beverage pur- 
poses to be contrary to the amend- 
ment, the state department has 
instructed all United States con- 
sular officers to decline to clear 
vessels with such destination and 
cargo. 


Disclosure that such orders had 


been issued last June was'made by 
the department yesterday on re-. 
celpt of dispatches from Manila 
indicating a belief on the part of 
Governor General Wood that the 
Philippines were exempted by the 
Volstead act, -which a department 
of justice decision has held to be 
not the case. 
The dispatches reported that 


General Wood has requested that 
the American 
consul ' at Hong 


Kong, China, be instructed to is- 
sue hills of health to vessels sail 


Ing from that port for the Philip- 
pines with liquor cargoes, isdlcat- 
Ing he believed the consul was re- 
fusing clearance because of a mis- 
understanding of the law. 


While the 
legal opinion held 


that provisions of the amendment, 
applying to all states, territories 
and possessions, prohibiting liquor 
importations must,be abserved in 
the Philippines, it was explained 
at the department of Justice that 
no attempt has been made to set 
up enforcement machinery In the 
islands under the Volstead act.
